THE  PROGRESS  OF  THE  YEAR. 

COMPILED    FROM    THE    REPORTS   OF   THE    OFFICERS    AND 
COMMITTEES. 


The  best  indication  of  the  material  prosperity  of  a  So- 
ciety is  found  in  the  report  of  its  Treasurer,  for  the  sinews  of 
every  organization  are  its  finances.  The  annual  report  of  the 
Treasurer  of  this  Society  shows  that  the  total  receipts  for  the 
year  1899  were  $5»5OI-35»  the  details  of  which  exhibit  a  very 
considerable  increase  in  the  items  of  Entrance  and  Life-mem- 
bership fees,  Annual  dues,  Rentals  and  sales  of  back  num- 
bers of  the  "Record."  This  condition  of  the  finances  has 
made  possible  many  improvements  in  the  Society's  condition 
and  methods,  the  results  of  which  are  shown  in  the  various 
reports  read  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

The  income  during  the  year  has  paid  the  general  running 
expenses,  including  repairs,  improvements  and  the  cost  of 
publishing  the  "  Record,"  and  the  assets  of  the  Society  have 
been  increased  by  $1,583.42,  making  the  total  $45,544.65. 

The  new  year  is  begun  with  a  membership  of  364,  made 
up  as  follows:  Annual,  278;  Life,  75;  Honorary,  11.  Of  these 
41  Annual  and  5  Life  members  were  added  during  1899,  witn 
a  loss  of  8  by  death  and  6  by  resignation. 
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Among  the  important  changes  made  during  the  year  was 
the  promulgation  of  new  By-Laws  for  the  government  of  the 
Society.  These  were  adopted  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  held  December  2d,  1899,  and  the  attention  of  the 
members  is  specially  directed  to  those  sections  which  relate  to 
the  election  of  Trustees,  the  nomination  of  new  members,  the 
work  of  the  several  committees  and  the  disposition  of  funds, 
—  and  it  is  hoped  and  believed  that  these  provisions  will  re- 
sult in  much  good  to  the  Society. 

The  regular  monthly  meetings  have  been  exceedingly 
well  attended.  Interesting  addresses  upon  various  topics  by 
well  known  speakers  have  been  delivered,  and  the  manifest 
appreciation  and  enjoyment  of  those  who  heard  them  have 
been  a  source  of  great  encouragement  and  satisfaction  to 
those  in  charge  of  that  branch  of  the  Society's  work. 

In  the  Library  the  year's  accessions  have  been  411  bound 
volumes  and  832  pamphlets,  representing  a  value  of  $836.80. 
These  accessions  may  be  classified  as  follows: 

Genealogical:    53  bound  volumes,   34  pamphlets. 

Historical :         30  bound  volumes,     3  pamphlets. 

Biographical:    25  bound  volumes,   33  pamphlets. 

Miscellaneous:  98  bound  volumes,  340  pamphlets — strictly 
pertaining  to  the  purposes  of  the  Society. 

The  balance  are  of  a  general  character,  most  of  them 
useful  to  our  collection.  The  sources  of  the  increase  in  the 
Library  are  presentation,  donation  for  review,  purchase  and 
exchange.  Unfortunately  our  funds  will  not  enable  us  to 
make  many  purchases,  and  we  must  depend  mainly  upon  the 
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other  methods  of  growth.  The  Librarian  makes  an  earnest 
appeal  for  funds  with  which  to  obtain  books  that  are  really 
necessary.  Here,  in  the  Metropolis  of  America,  should  be 
the  greatest  genealogical  library  in  the  country,  and  our  So- 
ciety is  the  proper  custodian  of  it. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  our  Library  as  a  place  of 
deposit  for  manuscript  records  and  papers  relating  to  family 
history.  These  will  thus  be  better  preserved  and  kept  safer 
from  loss  and  injury  than  if  retained  in  private  hands,  and  at 
the  same  time  will,  under  proper  restrictions,  (and  subject,  of 
course,  to  the  consent  of  the  owner)  be  accessible  to  the  gen- 
ealogical and  historical  student,  who  naturally  comes  to  a 
Society  like  ours  for  such  information.  Only  a  very  small 
proportion  of  such  records  and  papers  find  their  way  into 
print.  Most  of  them  should  be  so  perpetuated,  and  it  is  the 
intention  of  the  Society  to  undertake  such  work  as  soon  as  its 
funds  will  permit. 

Of  the  executive  work  of  the  Library  it  may  be  said  that 
a  new  type-written  card  catalogue  is  being  prepared,  which 
will  be  full  and  thorough;  it  will  be  completed  during  the 
present  year. 

The  Executive  Committee  reports  that  the  rentals  from 
the  Building  and  the  Lecture  Hall  during  1899  have  very 
largely  exceeded  those  of  1897  and  1898;  and  that  a  "Mem- 
bers room"  has  been  provided,  comfortably  and  attractively 
furnished,  where  conversation  may  be  more  freely  indulged 
in  than  is  permissible  in  the  library.  It  also  announces  that, 
as  soon  as  the  membership  of  the  Society  reaches  five  hun- 
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dred,  the  "Record" — the  Society's  quarterly  magazine — will 
be  furnished  to  the  members  free  of  charge. 

Regarding  this  magazine,  the  Publication  Committee  re- 
ports that  the  volume  for  1899  contained  more  matter  than 
the  preceding  one  and  a  larger  number  of  illustrations.  The 
volume  of  Baptismal  Records  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church 
in  New  York  City,  edited  by  Dr.  Samuel  S.  Purple,  is  near 
its  completion,  and  will  probably  be  issued  during  the  pres- 
ent year. 

The  Registrar  of  pedigrees  announces  that  36  Pedigree 
Charts  have  been  sold  during  the  year,  and  that  those  which 
have  been  filled  in  and  returned  to  him  have  been  indexed 
and  bound.  It  may  be  here  remarked  in  parenthesis  that  the 
binding  has  been  very  handsomely  done  at  the  expense  of 
the  Registrar  himself.  These  charts  are  on  sale  at  the  Library 
at  75  cents  each  to  members,  and  when  filled  and  returned  to 
the  Registrar  for  filing  a  new  one  is  given  in  its  place. 

The  Necrologist  reports  the  death  of  eight  members 
during  the  year,  as  follows :  Judge  William  Paterson,  a 
prominent  jurist  of  New  Jersey;  Richard  John  Leggatt,  the 
well-known  book-dealer;  Lawrence  Turnure;  Rev.  Beverly 
Robinson  Betts,  a  former  trustee  of  the  Society  and  for  some 
years  editor  of  the  "  Record;"  Mrs.  Edwin  Augustus  Stevens, 
of  Castle  Point,  Hoboken;  Cornelius  Vanderbilt;  John  Vinton 
Dahlgren;  and  Frederick  George  Swan.  Biographies  of  these 
members  will  be  found  in  the  "  Record"  for  1899. 

In  conclusion  it  may  be  said  that  the  Officers  and  Com- 
mittees have  given  much  time  and  thought  and  energy  to  the 
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welfare  of  the  Society.  They  have  labored  earnestly  and 
faithfully  to  increase  its  usefulness,  to  extend  the  scope  of  its 
work  and  to  give  it  that  position  among  kindred  associations 
which  it  ought  to  have.  The  result  has  been  very  gratifying. 
The  Society  has  been  placed  upon  a  sound,  solid  basis. 
Whether  or  not  it  will  remain  there  now  depends  upon  the 
members  in  general.  If  they  take  pride  in  it  and  contribute 
to  its  well-being  by  attending  its  meetings,  by  consulting 
its  library  and  by  interesting  others  in  its  work,  its  future  is 
assured.

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ARTICLE  I. 

NAME. 

The  name  of  this  Society  shall  be  "The  New  York  Gen- 
ealogical and  Biographical  Society." 

ARTICLE  II. 

CORPORATE   SEAL. 

Sec.  i.  The  device  hitherto  used  by  the  Society  and 
herewith  shown  shall  continue  to  be  the  seal  of  the  Cor- 
poration, and  may  be  affixed  to  any  instrument  by  an  impres- 
sion in  ink  or  by  stamp;  namely — 


ARTICLE  III. 

OBJECTS. 

Sec.  i.  The  objects  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  discover, 
procure,  preserve  and  perpetuate  whatever  may  relate  to 
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Genealogy,  Biography  and  Local  History,  by  the  formation 
of  a  Library  for  reference;  by  the  publication  and  dissemina- 
tion of  genealogical,  biographical  and  historical  material;  by 
correspondence  with  kindred  societies,  genealogists  and  local 
historians,  both  in  America  and  foreign  countries;  and  by 
meetings  for  the  transaction  of  business  and  the  discussion  of 
subjects  relating  to  the  objects  of  this  Society. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Sec.  I.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  Annual,  Life  and 
Honorary  members,  paying  fees  and  dues  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec.  2.  Annual  and  Life  members  shall  be  elected  as 
follows: — 

The  names  of  candidates  shall  be  presented  by  members 
to  the  Secretary,  who  shall  refer  them  to  the  Executive 
Committee  for  election.  The  list  of  candidates  so  elected 
shall  be  read  by  the  Secretary  before  a  meeting  of  the 
Society  as  the  Executive  Committee  shall  direct;  and  if  no 
objection  be  raised,  they  shall  be  admitted  to  membership 
in  the  Society.  In  the  event  of  an  objection  by  a  member  the 
name  of  the  Candidate  so  opposed  shall  be  referred  back  to 
the  Executive  Committee  for  further  investigation.  Persons 
admitted  shall  become  members  upon  paying  the  fees  and 
dues  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  3.  Honorary  members  shall  be  elected  by  unani- 
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mous  vote  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  after  being  proposed  at 
a  previous  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  4.  Certificates  of  membership,  signed  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary,  shall  be  presented  to  Life  and  Honorary 
members. 

Sec.  5.  Any  member  may  withdraw  at  any  time  by  sig- 
nifying his  intention  of  so  doing  to  the  Secretary  in  writing, 
and  paying  all  dues  to  the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  6.  Any  member  may  be  expelled  for  cause  by  unan- 
imous vote  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  7.  The  privilege  of  all  members  shall  be  subject  to 
the  Standing  Rules. 

ARTICLE  V. 

FEES   AND   DUES. 

Sec.  i.  The  payment  of  Ten  Dollars  on  admission,  as 
entrance  fee  and  dues  for  the  current  year,  and  Five  Dollars 
annually  thereafter,  shall  constitute  an  Annual  Membership. 
The  dues  shall  be  payable  on  the  first  day  of  January,  and  if 
a  member  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  said  dues  for  two  years 
successively  he  shall  forfeit  his  membership,  unless  the  Board 
of  Trustees  otherwise  direct. 

Sec.  2.  The  payment  at  one  time  of  Fifty  Dollars  shall 
constitute  a  Life  Membership  in  the  Society,  and  such  Life 
Member  shall  thereafter  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of 
annual  dues. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

MEETINGS. 

Sec.  i.  The  Society  shall  meet  in  the  City  of  New  York, 
in  the  evening  of  the  second  Friday  in  each  month,  except 
June,  July,  August  and  September,  and  at  such  other  times 
as  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  appoint.  Special  meetings 
may  be  called  under  direction  of  the  President,  or  at  the 
written  request  of  seven  members  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

GOVERNMENT,  AND  ELECTION   OF  TRUSTEES. 

Sec.  i.  The  government  of  this  Society  shall  be  vested 
in  a  Board  of  nine  Trustees,  to  be  chosen  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, who  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  buildings,  funds, 
collections  and  other  property  of  the  Society,  and  shall  have 
entire  control  and  regulation  of  its  affairs. 

Sec.  2.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held 
on  the  second  Friday  of  January,  at  which  there  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot,  three  Trustees  to  fill  the  places  of  the  Trus- 
tees whose  terms  shall  then  expire,  and  who  shall  hold  office 
for  three  years,  or  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected. 
The  candidates  for  this  election  shall  be  chosen  as  follows: — 

Sec.  3.  At  the  November  or  December  meeting  of  the 
Society  a  Nominating  Committee  of  five  members  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Chair,  for  the  purpose  of  selecting  and 
nominating  candidates  to  be  elected  as  Trustees  at  the  next 
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Annual  Meeting.  The  Committee  shall  post  these  nomina- 
tions on  the  bulletin  board  at  least  fifteen  days  prior  to  the 
election.  Any  ten  or  more  members  may  nominate  not  more 
than  three  candidates  for  the  aforesaid  election,  by  sending 
such  nominations  to  the  Secretary  above  their  signatures, 
who  shall  post  them  on  the  bulletin  board  at  least  ten  days 
prior  to  the  election. 

Sec.  4.  None  but  Life  Members  and  Annual  Members 
not  in  arrears  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Society,  or  hold  the  office  of  Trustee. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  an  election  for  Trustees  shall  not  be  held 
at  the  time  above  appointed,  such  election  may  be  held  at  the 
next  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  or  at  a  special  meeting 
called  for  that  purpose,  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned; and  the  Trustees  elected  at  such  meeting  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  the  same  terms  as  if  they  had  been  elected  at 
the  regular  Annual  Meeting. 

Sec.  6.  The  Trustees  may  declare  vacant  the  place  of 
any  Trustee  who  shall  be  absent  from  three  successive  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  without  sending  a  reasonable  excuse  there- 
for to  the  Secretary. 

Sec.  7.  The  Trustees  shall  fill  vacancies  occurring  in  the 
Board  during  an  unexpired  term,  and  a  Trustee  so  elected 
shall  hold  office  for  the  remainder  of  such  unexpired  term. 

Sec.  8.  The  Trustees  shall  elect  all  Officers  and  Standing 
Committees  of  the  Society,  and  shall  meet  for  such  election 
and  for  other  business  on  the  afternoon  of  the  Tuesday 
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immediately  following  the  regular  election  of  Trustees;  they 
shall  also  meet  on  the  afternoon  of  the  second  Tuesday  of 
April,  June  and  October  in  each  year,  and  as  much  oftener 
as  they  shall  deem  necessary,  or  shall  be  called  together  by 
the  President  or  any  five  members  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

OFFICERS   AND   STANDING   COMMITTEES. 

Sec.  i.  The  Officers  and  Standing  Committees  of  the  So- 
ciety shall  be: 

A  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Trea- 
surer, a  Librarian,  a  Historian,  a  Necrologist  and  a  Registrar 
of  Pedigrees;  an  Executive  Committee  of  four  members, 
a  Publication  Committee  of  five  members,  a  Committee  on 
Heraldry  of  three  members,  and  a  Committee  on  Research. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

PRESIDING  OFFICER. 

Sec.  i.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence  one  of  the  Vice- 
Presidents,  or  in  their  absence  a  Chairman  pro  tempore, 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Trustees  and  of  the  So- 
ciety. He  shall  appoint  all  special  committees  authorized  by 
the  Trustees  or  the  Society,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

ARTICLE  X. 

SECRETARY. 

Sec.  I.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  charge  of  the  Seal, 
Charter,  By-Laws  and  Records  of  the  Trustees  and  of  the  So- 
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ciety.  He,  together  with  the  Presiding  Officer,  shall  certify  all 
acts  of  the  Trustees  and  of  the  Society.  He  shall  notify  all 
members  of  their  election,  and  of  such  other  matters  as  shall  be 
directed  by  the  Society  or  the  Trustees.  He  shall  give  due 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  all  meetings  of  the  Trustees 
and  of  the  Society,  and  shall  attend  the  same.  He  shall  keep 
fair  and  accurate  records  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Trus- 
tees and  of  the  Society,  and  shall  cause  to  be  kept  a  proper 
membership  roll,  both  extinct  and  extant.  He  shall  give  no- 
tice to  the  several  officers  and  committees  of  all  proceedings 
of  the  Trustees  appertaining  to  their  respective  duties.  He 
shall  conduct  the  general  correspondence  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  prepare  a  report  of  his  department  to  be  read  before 
the  Society  at  its  Annual  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

TREASURER. 

Sec.  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  have  the 
care  and  custody  of  all  moneys  and  securities  of  the  Society. 
He  shall  deposit  the  moneys  in  such  bank  or  banks  or  other 
places  of  deposit  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  appoint,  and 
shall  have  authority  to  sign  cheques,  drafts  or  orders  for  the 
withdrawal  of  moneys  and  securities.  He  shall  make  such 
disbursements  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Board  by  general 
or  specific  action.  He  shall  sign  receipts  for  moneys  coming 
into  the  Society,  and  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept  true  and 
just  accounts  showing  the  receipts,  disbursements  and  other 
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financial  affairs  of  the  Society.  He  shall,  at  each  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board,  present  a  statement  of  his  receipts  and 
expenditures  since  the  last  meeting,  and  shall  also  make  a 
report  to  the  Society  at  its  Annual  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

LIBRARIAN. 

Sec.  i.  The  Librarian,  in  connection  with  the  Executive 
Committee,  shall  have  the  charge  and  superintendence  of  the 
Library,  and  the  care  and  arrangement  of  the  books,  manu- 
scripts and  other  articles  belonging  to  the  Society.  He  shall 
cause  to  be  prepared  and  kept  a  proper  catalogue  of  the 
same,  and  shall  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  donations  to  the 
Society  in  his  department.  He  shall  be  present  in  the  Li- 
brary, in  person  or  by  an  assistant,  at  such  hours  and  times  as 
may  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  also 
make  to  the  Society,  at  each  Annual  Meeting,  a  full  report  on 
the  condition  and  progress  of  the  Library  and  collections. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

HISTORIAN. 

Sec.  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Historian  to  direct  the 
investigations  and  correspondence  of  the  Committee  on  Re- 
search, in  gathering  genealogical  and  historical  data  for  pub- 
lication or  preservation  in  the  Library  of  the  Society.  He 
shall  be  the  Chairman  of  said  Committee,  and  shall  report 
their  proceedings  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  to  the  Society 
at  its  Annual  Meeting. 
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ARTICLE  XIV. 

NECROLOGIST. 

Sec.  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Necrologist  to  prepare 
biographies  of  deceased  members,  and  he  shall  deposit  the 
same  in  the  Library.  He  shall  also  cause  to  be  placed  on 
file  in  the  Library,  on  blanks  provided  for  that  purpose,  such 
biographical  data  of  living  members  as  he  may  be  able  to 
collect.  He  shall  also  prepare  a  report  of  his  department  to 
be  read  before  the  Society  at  its  Annual  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

REGISTRAR   OF   PEDIGREES. 

Sec.  I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  secure 
pedigrees  of  the  members  of  the  Society.  He  shall  cause  a 
copy  of  such  to  be  transcribed  in  the  form  issued  by  the  So- 
ciety and  known  as  "  The  Register  of  Pedigrees,"  and  shall 
certify  the  same,  which  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Librarian, 
and  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  members  only.  He 
shall  also  certify  all  additions  to  the  Register,  and  shall  make 
proper  report  to  the  Society  at  its  Annual  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE. 

Sec.  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee 
to  generally  superintend  the  interests  of  the  Society  and  per- 
form such  duties  as  may  be  committed  to  them  by  the  Board. 
They  shall  provide  for  the  Literary  and  other  exercises  of 
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the  Society.  They  shall  have  power  to  authorize  the  ex- 
penditure of  moneys  out  of  the  general  appropriations  made 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  to  make  and  alter  the  Standing 
Rules  from  time  to  time,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board. 
They  shall  have  the  management  of  the  Society's  buildings, 
the  making  of  leases,  and  all  matters  pertaining  thereto.  They 
shall  have  charge  of  the  sale  and  distribution  of  the  Society's 
periodical  and  all  other  publications  and  duplicates.  They 
shall,  in  connection  with  the  Librarian,  have  charge  of  the 
arrangement  and  regulation  of  the  Library  and  collections, 
and  shall  have  authority  at  any  time  to  examine  into  the  con- 
dition of  the  same,  and  into  the  state  of  the  finances.  They 
shall  meet  at  least  once  in  every  month,  and  shall  keep  ac- 
curate minutes  of  all  their  transactions,  and  shall  elect  their 
own  Chairman.  They  shall  make  report  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  upon  demand,  and  to  the  Society  at  its  Annual 
Meeting. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

PUBLICATION   COMMITTEE. 

Sec.  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Publication  Committee 
to  take  charge  of  and  manage  the  editing  and  printing  of  the 
periodical  publication  of  the  Society  known  as  "The  New 
New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Record,"  and  such 
other  publications  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  commit  to 
them.  They  shall  elect  their  own  Chairman,  who  shall  also 
act  as  Editor  of  the  "Record."  They  shall,  upon  demand 
by  the  Board,  make  report  to  them  of  all  unpublished  manu- 
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script  in  their  possession,  and  shall,  at  least  once  in  each 
quarter,  render  an  account  of  expenditures  to  the  Treasurer 
for  settlement.  They  shall  also  make  report  to  the  Society 
at  its  Annual  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

COMMITTEE   ON   HERALDRY. 

Sec.  i.  The  Committee  on  Heraldry  shall  collect  and 
preserve  for  the  use  of  the  Society,  information  on  the  subject 
of  Heraldry;  and  all  enquiries  on  the  subject  shall  be  referred 
to  them  for  opinion.  They  shall  elect  their  own  Chairman, 
and  shall  make  proper  report  of  their  department  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 
COMMITTEE  on  research. 

Sec.  i.  The  Committee  on  Research  shall  consist  of  any 
number  of  persons  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Each 
shall  be  chosen  to  represent  a  particular  locality  with  which 
he  is  familiar,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  ascertain  the  facts 
relating  to  unpublished  records  and  historical  data  lying 
within  his  territory,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Historian,  to 
whom  he  shall  render  assistance  in  securing  the  same  or 
copies  thereof.  The  Committee  shall  not,  either  collectively 
or  individually,  obligate  the  Society  to  publish  or  purchase 
material,  or  incur  any  expense,  unless  authorized  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  They  shall,  through  their  Chairman, 
make  proper  reports  to  the  Board  upon  demand,  and  shall 
futher  make  report  to  the  Society  at  its  Annual  Meeting. 
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ARTICLE  XX. 

FUNDS. 

Sec.  i.  All  sums  received  from  dues  and  rentals  may  be 
used  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Society  and  the  increase  of 
the  Library. 

Sec.  2.  All  sums  received  from  Life  Membership  and 
Entrance  Fees  shall  constitute  a  fund  to  be  used  for  the  pay- 
ment of  any  debt  against  the  Society's  property,  which  has 
been  or  may  be  incurred  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, or  as  a  permanent  fund,  the  annual  interest  of  which 
may  be  used  for  the  increase  of  the  Library. 

Sec.  3.  All  sums  received  by  gift  or  bequest  shall  be 
invested,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  bestowing  them 
shall  be  commemorated,  as  follows: 

Donors. — Those  who  subscribe  $1,000;  the  same  to  be  in- 
vested as  a  permanent  fund,  the  income  to  be  used  for  the 
increase  of  the  Library.  The  names  of  Donors  will  be 
perpetuated  in  the  Society's  Year  Books,  and  inscribed  in 
volumes  purchased  by  said  income. 

Patrons. — Those  who  subscribe  $5,000;  the  same  to  be 
invested  as  a  permanent  fund,  the  income  to  be  devoted 
to  special  publications  bearing  the  Patron's  name,  and 
conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  Society,  or  to  such  other 
purposes  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Patron  and  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  names  of  Patrons  will  be 
perpetuated  in  the  Society's  Year  Books,  and  inscribed  upon 
a  tablet  in  the  Library. 

Liberal  Patrons. — Those  who  subscribe  $10,000  or  more; 
the  same  to  be  invested  as  a  permanent  fund,  the  income 
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to  be  used  for  the  general  advancement  of  the  Society,  or 
appropriated  as  each  Liberal  Patron  may  direct.  The  names 
of  Liberal  Patrons  will  be  perpetuated  in  the  Society's 
Year  Books,  and  inscribed  on  an  individual  tablet  in  the 
Society's  building.  A  Liberal  Patron  shall  be  entitled  to 
an  honorary  seat  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  Life.  On 
his  death,  Life  Membership  shall  be  conferred  upon  such  one 
of  his  descendants,  in  perpetuity,  as  may  be  elected  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  4.  Donors,  Patrons  and  Liberal  Patrons  shall  be 
entitled  to  Life  Membership  in  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  XXL 

AMENDMENTS. 

Sec.  I.  No  amendments  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Society 
shall  be  made  unless  each  alteration  shall  have  been  openly 
proposed  at  a  previous  meeting  of  the  Trustees,  entered  upon 
the  minutes  with  the  name  of  the  Trustee  or  Trustees  pro- 
posing the  same,  and  shall  be  adopted  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  Board.  And  in  case  of  such  proposed  amend- 
ment, the  Secretary  shall  be  required  to  accompany  the  notice 
for  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  with  a  copy  of  the  proposed 
amendment,  and  a  notice  that  the  same  will  be  acted  upon  at 
the  meeting  for  which  the  notice  was  given. 


EXTRACT  FROM  STANDING  RULES. 


1.  The  Society  Building,  and  the  Library,  shall  be  open 
to  members  and  to  persons  introduced  by  them,  from  10  A.  M. 
to  6  P.  M.  on  all  week  days  and  holidays,  and  on  Monday 
evenings  from  8  to  10;  except  New  Years  Day,  Independence 
Day,  Thanksgiving  Day  and  Christmas.  The  Library  may 
be  closed  during  the  months  of  July,  August  and  September. 

2.  Members  may  have  access  to  the  Lecture  Hall  and 
Members'  Room  except  when  the  same  are  rented,  or  in  use 
for  Committee  or  Board  meetings  of  the  Society. 

3.  Members  shall  not  command  any  service  of  the 
Janitor  or  his  assistants,  outside  of  the  building  without  the 
permission  of  the  Librarian. 

4.  The  Library  shall  not  be  opened  during  the  absence 
of  the  Librarian  and  his  assistant,  except  to  an  officer  of  the 
Society,  or  on  an  order  from  the  Executive  Committee. 

5.  Any  person  not  a  member  may  obtain  the  privileges 
of  the  Library  for  one  month  or  less  from  the  President  or 
Librarian,  or  upon  the  recommendation  of  a  member  to 
whom  the  applicant  is  known.  But  no  person  not  a  member 
shall  be  permitted  to  make  abstracts  from  the  manuscripts  of 
the  Society  without  special  authority  from  the  Executive 
Committee. 
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6.  Members  of  the  Society,  and  persons  having  the 
privileges  of  the  Library  will,  in  all  cases,  call  upon  the 
Librarian  or  his  assistant  for  such  books  as  they  may  wish  to 
consult,  which  must  be  returned  to  the  Librarian  before  the 
closing  of  the  Library.  All  persons  using  the  Library  are 
specially  requested  to  leave  books  on  the  table  without  at- 
tempting to  replace  them  on  the  shelves. 

7.  The  election  of  candidates  who  have  not  qualified  at 
the  expiration  of  thirty  (30)  days  from  date  of  notification 
may  be  rescinded  at  the  discretion  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

8.  No  book  or  manuscript  shall  at  any  time  be  removed 
from  the  Library,  except  for  purposes  of  review  or  publication 
for  the  Society,  or  for  use  in  the  Members'  Room. 

9.  Certain  books,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Librarian,  may 
be  removed  to  the  Members'  Room  for  use,  provided  the 
member  signs  a  proper  card  of  withdrawal  obtained  from  the 
Librarian. 

10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to  report  to  the 
Executive  Committee  any  injury  done  to  any  book  or  manu- 
script by  persons  consulting  the  same;  and  the  said  Committee 
may,  at  their  discretion,  lay  such  reports  before  the  Board. 
For  any  such  injury,  the  person  committing  it  shall  make 
such  pecuniary  compensation  as  the  said  Committee  shall 
judge  proper;  and  if  he  be  not  a  member,  the  Committee 
shall  have  power  to  prohibit  him  from  further  access  to  the 
Library. 
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TO  THE  MEMBERS. 


The  Society  having  been  placed  on  a  self-supporting 
business  footing,  the  attention  of  the  members  is  specially 
called  to  the  need  for  invested  funds.  The  dues  being  ex- 
ceedingly low — only  five  dollars  per  annum  —  the  income 
derived  from  that  source  and  from  rentals  must  be  mainly 
devoted  to  the  general  running  expenses  of  the  Society  and 
the  maintenance  of  the  building.  An  assured  income  from 
investments  is  needed  to  purchase  books  for  the  library;  to 
obtain  and  publish  transcripts  of  records  and  other  genealo- 
gical and  historical  material;  and,  in  general,  to  put  the  So- 
ciety on  such  a  sound  financial  basis  as  will  insure  the  car- 
rying out  of  its  aims  and  purposes.  It  is  hoped  that  those  of 
our  members  who  are  able  to  do  so  will  become  Patrons  or 
Donors,  thereby  founding  for  themselves  a  perpetual  mem- 
orial and  gaining  the  lasting  gratitude  of  the  future  historian 
and  genealogist.
